20 years ago. In 1932, IO per cent 
of the students enrolled for lan­ 
guage courses, in 1942, 6 per cent 
enrolled for these courses, and in 
1952, only 3 per cent of the stud­ 
ents have signed up for language 
subjects. The reason for this de­ 
cline is attributed to the fact that 
most colleges no longer regard a 
language as a necessary prepara­ 
tory course for college entrance. 
The number of pupils attending 
the high school has 
not 
greatly 
varied in the past IO years. 
In 
1942, 710 students 
were 
enrolled 
while in 1952.

Editorials- 
Defeat Of Payroll Tax Is A 
Victory For Reason, Justice 


rpH E defeat of the payroll tax bill in the 
** Michigan House of Representatives is 
a victory for common sense 
and 
justice. 
The payroll tax is a 
poor 
approach 
to 
Michigan’s current financial mess. 
The proposed levy, five mills, was not 
oppressive in itself b u t the principle of the 
tax base definitely w as unfair. 
It 
would 
have been discouraging to 
industry 
and 
particularly to efforts to attract new in­ 
dustry into Michigan.

Power With Words

In yesteraay’s test I included the name 
of Bacchus, the Roman god of wine, and 
since, from where I sit, this is a beautiful 
.spring day, it may be in order to discuss 
some of the words derived from his name 
He is referred to as the Roman god of 
wine, though in fact, the Romans borrow­ 
ed both the name and the attributes of toe 
god from the Greek, who usually gave the 
nam e Dionysus 
(D IG H -o-N IG H ’-sus) 
to 
their god of wine, and used Bacchus as an 
alternate name. 


In olden statues the god is represented 
as a beautiful young m an with a crown of 
ivy or vine leaves about his head, w ean; g 
high buskins upon his feet, and carrying 
a staff with ivy twined ab o u t it. 


The annual feasts honoring the god. the 
bacchanalia (B A K -uh-N A Y ’-li-uh), 
were 
presided over by priests and 
priestesses, 
whom we now distinguish 
as 
bacchants 
(BA K -unts) and bacchantes 
(buh-K A N ’- 
tiz). These are terms we 
now 
sometimes 
apply to noisy revelers, men and women 
who have looked too long 
upon 
strong 
drink and have become d ru n k and riotous. 
Or, without separating the sexes, we re- 
f**r to on* or the other 
as 
a 
bacchanal 
(BA K -uh-nul). 
The bacchanalia of ancient 
Rome 
was 
originally a secret affair held only at night 
and one can imagine how utterly wild its 
orgies must have been to 
have 
reached 
su'-h a degre that the R om an Senate felt 
obliged to prohibit the celebration. But the 
term, eoither bacchanalia 
or 
bacchanal, 
has persisted through tw en ty centuries as 
a nam e for any revelry accompanied 
by 
excessive singing, dancing, and 
drinking. 
We call such scenes bacchic (BA K -ik) re ­ 
vels. 


The Greeks, it would appear, 
honored 
Dionysus somewhat less riotously. To 
be 
sure, they observed four 
festivals, 
the 
Dionys.a 
(D lG H -o-N ISH ’-i-u h ), 
each 
year—in December. 
Ja n u ary , 
February, 
and March—but because Dionysus was al­ 
so the god of drama, the festivals were ac­ 
companied by new dram atic plays, 
both 
tragedy and 
comedy.

P R E S ID E N T Eisenhower plainly 
under-

ing to press a western counter-offensive to 
take the play out of 
the

Kremlin. 
T hat is the underlying m eaning of 
his 
first m ajor speech since S talin’s death, and 
of the move? the President has made since 
the talk. 
It would have been of

value 
had Mr. Eisenhower 
m erely 
called 
the 
Russians to account on their own peace of­ 
fensive by dem anding deeds 
instead

words. He did that, but he went beyond. 
And there it was that he sought 
to 
seize 
the initiative. 
He not only bid Moscow to act. but he 
told them in what directions they ought to 
act if they mean business. 
He called for a Korean settlement that 
would produce a free and united 
Korea, 
lie asked for the Reds’ long overdue signa­ 
ture on an Austrian peace treaty. He spoke 
of uniting Germ any 
through 
free 
elec­ 
tions. He laid out the prospect of a general 
Far Eastern settlement that would see an 
end as well to Red-inspired hostilities in 
Indo-China and Malaya. 
In all these realms, the Krem lin is eith­ 
er actively pursuing aggressive combat or 
is vigorously blocking settlements 
which 
would have distasteful consequences. The

to 
putting

phony appeals for peace in the? e area?, al­ 
ways, of course, on impossible terms. 
Mr. Eisenhower has set d o "’n his own 
appeals this time, in the nam e of the Unit­ 
ed States and the whole free community. 
Terms he has indicated only broadly, but 
he has unm istakably rejected at the out­ 
set the sort of surrender the Reds would 
have us make. 
Certainly the Communists must now re­ 
ply. unless they wish to be exposed once 
again as having fostered just one 
more 
slightly m ore elaborate fake campaign. 
The response to the President has been 
enthusiastic at home and abroad. He said 
little that was really new. But he spoke 
fervently, lucidly and reverently for peace 
at a critical m om ent in history. The words 
had fresh meaning 
because

spoken in a new time, to new enemy lead­ 
ers. 
It is hard to see how Prem ier Malenkov 
aud his associates can ignore these words, 
or the actions that are following from this 
government.

This them e has been 
ham m ered home so vigorously that a lot of 
people really believe it. 
Therefore, to have Am ericans of Italian 
descent mail copies of Eisenhower’s inspir­ 
ing speech back to Italy is extrem ely im ­ 
portant.

Lives Of Fishes 


WASHINGTON— The 
National 
Geographic Society and the Marine 
Laboratory of the 
University of 
Miami at Coral Gables are con­ 
ducting a long range investigation 
into the lives of the pelagic (ocean­ 
going* fishes, including the tarpon 
and sailfish of sportsmen and the 
food fishes 
such 
as tuna 
and 
mackerel which can fortify 
with 
protein the 
diets of 
millions of 
people. 
In announcing the project, Dr. 
Gilbert Grosvenor, president 
of 
the Society, pointed out that Hie 
pelagic fishes investigation 
is a 
continuation and 
enlargement of 
the intensive study of the oceanic 
plankton which the National Geo­ 
graphic Society and the 
Marine 
Laboratory have pursued over the 
last two years. 
Working with /m e silk nets in the 
Gulf Stream and of, the coasts of 
Florida, scientists of the 
Marine 
I .a bora tory have added immensely 
lo mankind s knowledge of the tiny 
planktonic life with which the sea 
abounds and on which all animal 
life in the sea depends. 
Drift In Plankton 
The young of the pelagic 
fishes 
are presumably 
a part 
of the 
plankton, too. With billions of other 
tiny creatures, they drift with the 
currents until 
they attain 
the 
strength to lead separate 
lives. 
Beyond that, their life histories are 
almost completely unknown. 
Recently, the 
nets 
of 
Marine 
Laboratory scientists have brought 
up a number of larvae of import­ 
ant sports and food fishes —sail 
fishes with tiny sails 
and 
sword 
fishes an inch or so long with tiny 
swords. They have captured scores 
( f baby flatfishes, flounders and 
flukes, with their eyes in the pro­ 
cess of migrating from one side of 
their heads to the other. 
They have netted other 
larvae 
that may well be 
the 
young 
of 
valuable food fishes but which are 
so utterly different from fish in the 
adult stage as to be unrecognis­ 
able. An immense amount 
of in­ 
vestigation and patient study will 
be required merely to identify the 
iprvae. It is this study, of deep- 
water ocean fish from the egg to 
the table or the sportsm an’s hook. 
that the Society and the 
Marine 
Laboratory have now undertaken. 
Smith Heads Project
